RESPECTED EDITOR :——After Mr. A. M. White 
published in the Chicago Times, of: April 26, his 


account of the manifestations at Terre Haute, let- 


ters were written to myself from’ various: quarte 
wanting to know whether I did or did not. endorse 
‘that communication. I wrote an answer endorsing
